Arrival of an Exploring Party from Port 
^exandria to the Coast. 

The exploring parly composed of Mr. C. C. 
aicKenzia and Mr. James Kenny, who 
started froro.FoEt^y Alexandria on the 28th 
March for the coast, arrived 'here yesterday 
in a cunoo. They first started out on snow- 
shoei March 7, and arrived nt the second 
lake beyond Sanilers' Lake.about three day's 
march on siiowshocs. Not liiulit:g Indians 
and being short of provi,iions, lliey returned 
in two days nnd half. On Matcii 2,Slli they 
.slarleil tlie seeoiiil time. On Aftil 2.1 th(\v 
arrived al Alt.\i.s f.aku. The Iiuiiaii.s beiiio; 
unwilling lo ijuiiie tliein, they wont to Wil- 
liam.s' Lal<e fi.rlisli (Williams is n Chileoatoii 
chief), Fri.'iii theru tliev .-eiil h:\ck lo Alo.';- 
anihia for piuvisioiis. When tbe in-ovisionH 
arrived they left on April lUili, heavily 
paelied witli 100 pounds each. The In- 
(iiaiiis, bavinj; lieen starved all winter, refu.sod 
to -TO with them. In two days they ar- 
rived at ihe river Chbco, a small tributary^ 
of Ihe Chilooaten River flowing out of Chis- 
ioolLtiko. Atle'r remaining, there live days 
they started for Na-ooon-tldon, and arrived 
at the Indian camp in four days. Mr. Mc- 
Koiizio was al this lake latn last fall with 
Mr. Sanders, and made the di-siance with 
poor horses in nine day«. They left Na- 
ooon-tluon on May 7lh, and arrived at tbe 
Mella-Coola Hiver next day. They then 
ile.^eeiuled the river to the Indian village of 
Xoo-lle-ocli will) iiiiio C'bileoateii linliaiis. 
Then they luo'.i canoes about miiiilay ami 
arrive.l al Ii e llii-Cuula, on Uio .':^oiilh lien- 
tinck Arm tlie same day. 

Their course llio whole way was .t little 
lo the south of \ve«l. From Ale.-jandria to 
Na-coon-llooii there is a good trail, which is 
more tbaii lialf the distance to the coast. 
Tlie eouiiiry is level the whole 'dii.lance be- 
iweuii theoe paints', and for ■ one atjd a half 
day'd journey heyond ' Na-o'oon'-tloon. It is 
as level as a table from .Cbisicut (which 
is about 75 miles from - Alexandria) to one 
day und a half ?8 joorney beyond Na cojti- 
iloou. At Ntt-coon-tloon, the.road forks. 
They took the south fork, there being less 
snow, till they struck the river. The chief 
JiHictilty on the road wai at the eilye of 
liellai;uola fvivcr. There lliey found a :-lee[) 
hill lo asceu'l, which only o.-cujiied aboiil 
forty minutes in de^cen<iillg. Mr. AlcKenzie 
thinks that a very trifliii;; difficulty. The 
river riiii> niiiiilfy, ami the party ariivedat 
BelliU'ooi.i ill half a day.
